Awtul Death of the Negro Who Rav- 
ished and Murdered Mrs. J. 
W. Cain on July 23.

,FULTON, Mo., Aug. 15.—The people of this 
community have taken the law into their 
own hands by lynching the negro Emmett 
Divers, who on July 23 ravished and mur- 
-dered Mra. J. W. Cain on her husband's 
farm near Fulton. 

The lynching took 
morning. 

Divers was met on the road, as he was 
being taken here for trial, by a mob of de- 
termined men, who dragged him by force 
“ from, the custody of the Sheriff. A rope was 
quickly placed around his neck and he was 
hanged from the middie span of a high 
bridge about nine miles east of here. 

Court convened here last Monday and that 
night Deputy Sheriff John H. Buchanan and 
J. B. Buckner went to bring the prisoner 
here to stand trial. An indictment for mur- 
Ger in the first degree had been found 
against him. 

The Sheriff left St. Louls with his pris- 
oner at 4:30 yesterday afternoon, and in 
view of the excitement at Fulton and the 
prevailing belief that an attempt would 
be made to lynch Divers, a staff correspon- 
Gent of the Post-Dispatch accompanied the 
party§ For the same reasons Deputy Sher- 
if Buchanan decided to take hid prisoner

‘SAVED A WORSE FATE. 


It Was the Intention of Many to Burn 
Divers Alive.

FULTON, Mo., Aug. 15.—About 10 o’clock 
the Coroner reached the place where Div- 
ers was hanged, and ordered the body (cut 


down: An inquest was held about ten feet 
from the bridge, and a verdict was returned 
that the deceased came to his death at the 
hands of a mob composed of persons un- 
known to the jury. No attempt was or will 
be made to ascertain the identity of any of 
the lynchers. 

is * conceeded that the men 
who took part in the lynching were the 
coolest heads in the entire mob, and rep- 
resented the best citizens of the commu- 
nity. It is said they were advised of the 
thne the prisoner wag to arrive and the 
route to be taken. 

They knew full well that iff he ever 
reached town he would not be hung. 

The mob in Fulton was all ready to 
take him to the house where he slew his 
victim, bind him to the same spot where 
she was found, pour coal oll on him and 
set fire to the house. Another faction voted 
to hang him to a telegraph le in front 
of the Court-house, riddle his body with 
bullets and leave him hanging there all 
day. It was to frustrate such barbarity 
that the wiser heads sneaked away quietly 
and han . him. 

So great is the excitement that the Mayor 
has ordered all saloons and drug stores to 
close their doors and remain closed until 
further. notice. 

John W. Cain, the husband of the wo- 
man whom Divers murdered, came upon the 
scene just as the inquest was being con- 
cluded and gazed for several minutes at 
the outstretched form of the fiend who 
hed destroyed his home.“ 

He uttered no word, but the tears stream- 
ing down his cheeks, his quivering lips and 
tightly clenched hands gave silent testi- 
mony of his emotion.

Diver’s Body and the Home of the Cains 
Will Be Burned.

Story of the Crime. 


The double crime for which Divers has 
been lynched was peculiarly horrible. His 
victim, Mrs. J. W. Cain, had been married 
but a few months, and lived with her hus- 
band on his farm, six miles west of Fulton. 
On the morning of July 23, while Mr. Cain 
was at work some distance from the house, 
his wife returned home from a neighbor’s, 
where she had spent the night. Divers fol- 
lowed her indoors, criminally assaulted her 
and cut her throat from ear to ear. Mr. 
Cain entered the house not long afterwards 
and found the post of his murdered wife, 
stripped of her clothing and with her hands 
tied behind her back. ivers was captured 
by the Sheriff the evening of that day while 
at work in a cider mill only two miles from 
the scene of the murder.

THE OLD COMBINATION. 


The absence of Senator Turpie from the 
Democratic conference in Washington, 
which was called over his signature, is 
gaid to be due to a “deal” arranged be- 
tween Mr. William C. Whitney and Gov. 
Matthews of Indiana, by the terms of 
which Gov. Matthews is to be nominated 
for Vice-President on a Democratic 
ticket, with Mr. Whitney or some other 
Eastern man for President. 

This alleged deal may or may not be 
the offspring of some reporter’s imagin- 
ation. Its plausibility comes from the 
fact that it falls in with the obvious in- 
tention of the Bastern Democratic lead- 
ers to play in next year’s campaign the 
old combination of the Solid South, New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and In- 
diana. 

It is one of the open secrets of the cam- 
paign of 1892 that this was the combina- 
tion relied upon in that campaign. The 
euccesses in the West were neither worked 
for nor expected by the National Demo- 
cratic campaign managers, and there is 
reason to believe that they felt chagrin, 
rather than satisfaction, over the fact 
that so many Western States were car- 
ried, that Mr. Cleveland could have been 
elected without New York. 

It will be in accord with the political 
views of the men who expect to be the 
managers of next year’s campaign if they 
surrender the West, with the exception 
of Indiana, and rely upon the old combi- 
nation. And, in fact, ff a gold standard 
platform is forced on the Democratic con- 
vention, there is no hope for success in 
any other direction. The difficulty in this 
direction is that if an anti-silver platform 
is adopted, the State of Voorhees and 
Turpie will go Republican by 60,000 ma- 
jority, in spite of Gov. Matthews and his 
New York allies.

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MUNICIPAL ELECTRIO oe 
na, 


In the current numder ot the 
Prof. Frank Parsons, in a comparative 
study of municipal electric lighting un- 
ger public and private ownership, gives 
facts of great interest to Gwellers in 
cities. 

In a list of cities which have acquired 
the ownership of electric lighting plants 
from private companies a reduction has 
been made in the cost of city 
lighting from one-half to  five- 
sixths. The difference is nearly 
as great between the cost of light- 
ing in cities owning and operating elec- 
tric plants and in cities lighted by plants 
owned and operated by private compan- 
les. 

An electric lamp costs Boston under 
private service $139, or four times as 
much as. it costs Bangor, Me., under 

\public service. New York pays a pri- 
vate corporation $150 a lamp, while Lew- 
iston, Me., supplies ite own light at $43 
per lamp and Troy, N. T., has its own 
service at $61 per lamp. Peabody, Mass., 
supplies its own light at half the cost 
of Cambridge, which is served by a 
private company. 

St. Louls was supposed to have obtained 
a bargain in its electric light contract, 
yet we pay from 15 to 60 per cent more 
than cities owning their plants. Where 
electricity is sold by cities to private 
consumers the cost of public lamps is 
paid for by the profits in many cases, 
and is almost met in nearly all. 

If this does not prove that every city 
should own its electric lighting plant it 
at least proves that cities served by 
private companies are paying too much 
for their service. They are paying too

R. Morrison 
will be their ‘choice for Presidential can- 
didate..

These statements are so grotesquely 
inconsistent that it is difficult to be- 
lieve that Mr. Hinrichsen is correctly 
quoted. 

If the free traders should capture the 
next Republican convention and then 
nominate McKinley it would be no more 
ridiculous than for a free silver bonvén- 
tion to nominate Morrison on a free 
silver platform. 

Mr. Hinrichsen seems to think that 
for a candidate to have been non-com- 
mittal on a vital issue is to hid ad- 
vantage, and that because Mr. Morrison 
is believed to have the interest of his 
party at heart he can be trusted to lead 
the great cause of bimetallism to victory. 
He is mistaken. No great issue was 
ever won under the leadership of a strad- 
dler. No straddler can be trusted to 
secure the fruits of victory. 

But. Morrison can hardly be called a 
straddier. While he has endeavored to 
dodge the money question he has clearly 
intimated that he ig on the side of the 
gold standard. : 

It would be vain to expect his conduct 

to differ from that of President Cleveland, 
who was like Morrison a “sound money” 
man, elected on a bimetallic platform.

The Police on the Trail ef More Impor- 
. tant Evidence. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, Aug. 15.—People 
who live in the vicinity of Emanuel Church, 
where the brutal muredrs of Blanche La- 
mont and Minnie Williams weré committed, 
are much mystified by the fact, that the 
police are again paying mysterious visits to 
the church. ; 
Just what this activity of the police at the 
church means can only be conject for 
the members of the department are close- 
mouthed as usual, and even deny at this 
time that they have been at Emanuel more 
frequently of late. Detective 8 who 
appears to be leading the van in this 
latest descent upon the church, says he 
was simply engaged in — accurate 
easurements of the building to be used as 
vidence during the trial. But why half a 
dozen police officers should also be engaged 
in the same business along with him he 
does not say. 
Rumors are plentiful. They always were 
ever sineé the two distorted and lifeless 
bodies were found in the church—one in 
the libr and the other in the belfry.

He thought 
he was alone in the building. After remain- 
ng there at the plano several minutes, 
however, he was startled by the sound of 
some one opening the aoor which led into 
the room from the hallway to the church 
Luditorium., Turning he beheld Durrant, 
ale and apparently exhausted, his hair 
lisheveled and his clothing disarranged. 
Upon being asked what ailed him, the man 
who is now on trial for the murder of 
Blanche Lamont said that while endeavor- 
ing to repair the electric wires he had been 
yvercome by the escaped gas.

ONE OF CHICAGO'S MYSTERIES’ 


Strange Disappearance of a Californian 
and His Wife. 


CHICAGO, IIL, Aug. 15.—A local paper 
prints the following: Dr. T. Hamilton 0 
Los Angeles, Cal., said to be a college mate 
of Theodore Durrant, the San Francisco 
murderer, disappeared in Chicago Tuesday 


night and bft his wife penniless in a down- 
town restaurant. At the time of his dis- 
appearance Dr. Hamilton had in his pos- 
session $1,200 and jewelry valued at $1,500. 

Dr. and Mrs. Hamilton arrived in Chi- 
cago Monday from New York. They had 
been to the seashore and intended to spend 
two days here. Monday afternoon, his wife 
says, they hired a horse and buggy and 
drove to Jackson Park, where they looked at 
the World’s Fair site. In the evening they 
returned to the hotel, but Mrs. Hamilton 
could not recall its name. 

Tuesday they passed in — several 
parts of the city. That afternoon they de- 
cided to take the night express of the Bur- 
Iington road for Los Angeles and had their 

aggage checked. In the evening they 
went for a stroll about the streets. The 
two were walking along Adams street when 
Mrs. Hamilton says her husband met a 

an named Edwards, who was a friend of 
the family and a college mate of Dr. Ham- 
ilton. Both knew Durrant when he was a 
student, and after the custo mary 


was exchanged the conversation was turned 


to Durrant and the murders with which 
he is charged. The trio were standing near 
a restaurant. Dr. Hamilton asked his 
wife to step in and order some food, whith 
they would take along in the grip, and said 
he would join her tly. 

Mrs. Hamilton d she was. told. It 
was then 9 p. m. The@food was ready in a 
few minutes, and, picking up the package, 
Mrs. Hamilton went to where she had left 
her husband and was su sed to find 
him gone. While waiting Mrs. Hamilton 
told Miss Stein, the cashier at the restau- 
rant, that while traveling * she had 
met Dr. Hamilton and finally married him. 
Their home, she said, was in Los Angeles, 


At 5.o’clock this.mornming she went over 
to the Central Station and reported the mys- 
terious disappearance of her husband. 

A rumor was heard during the night that 
a man had been held up and, robbed near 
the Post-office. It may have been the 
missing doctor.
